The  General  Courts  in  June  and  October,  1856,  resolved,  that  Rule  First, 
under  the  head  “  Committee  of  “Management,”  should  stand  thus — “The 
Committee  shall  meet  at  the  Asylum  at  least  once  a  month,  and  it  shall  be 
left  to  themselves  to  hold  the  other  meetings  either  there  or  in  town,  as  they 
may  find  it  most  convenient.” 

The  members  of  Committee  meet  in  the  Asylum,  on  the  third  Monday  of 
each  month,  at  half-past  eleven  a.m.,  with  the  exception  of  the  months  of 
April  and  October,  during  which  the  meetings  take  place  on  the  second 
Monday  of  each  of  these  two  months, — the  April  and  October  Quarterly 
Courts  being  held  in  the  Asylum  on  these  two  days,  at  twelve  o’clock  noon.

JUNE,  1864. 


In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  their  Charter,  the  Directors 
of  the  Asylum  have  now  to  submit  to  their  constituents  and 
the  public  an  account  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past 
year. 

By  referring  to  the  accompanying  state  of  accounts,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  debt  due  by  the  Asylum,  which,  at  the  close 
of  last  year,  amounted  to  £3915  15s.  4d.,  has  now  been  re¬ 
duced  to  £3478  18s.  Id. 

The  changes  in  the  population  of  the  Asylum  during  the 
year  have  been  necessarily  few  ;  but  still  they  indicate  that  this 
Institution  maintains  its  character  for  a  high  per  centage  of 
recoveries,  with  a  low  mortality. 

On  the  15th  June,  1863,  there  remained  in  the  Establish¬ 
ment  199  patients,  of  whom  104  were  males  and  95  females. 
There  have  been  admitted  since  17  males  and  16  females. 
19  have  been  discharged  recovered,  2  have  been  removed  more 
or  less  improved,  and  only  6  have  died. 

These  statistics  sufficiently  show  that  this  Institution  conti¬ 
nues  to  answer  the  ends  for  which  it  was  established.  It  af¬ 
fords  a  safe  and  comfortable  retreat  for  a  class  of  persons  suf¬ 
fering  from  the  greatest  of  human  maladies  ;  and  the  object  of 
the  Directors  has  been,  whilst  observing  a  judicious  economy, 
to  maintain  the  Institution  in  the  highest  state  of  efficiency. 
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During  the  year,  the  Directors  have  been  obliged  to  refuse 
admission  to  15  patients,  the  majority  of  whom  belonged  to 
Dundee  or  the  immediate  neighbourhood.  In  these  refusals, 
the  Directors  were  influenced  by  a  desire  to  avoid  over-crowd¬ 
ing  in  any  part  of  the  House.  They  have  contemplated  for 
some  time  past  an  addition  to  the  accommodation  on  the  male 
side,  by  the  erection  of  a  new  Day-Room,  and  only  delayed 
coming  to  a  decision  on  the  subject  until  the  effect  should  be 
seen  of  the  change  about  to  be  made  by  the  withdrawal  of  a 
certain  number  of  the  pauper  patients  to  the  Lunatic  Wards 
of  the  Poor-Houses  for  the  Parishes  of  Dundee  and  of  Liff  and 
Benvie.  The  Directors  were  unwilling  to  increase  the  debt  of 
the  Institution,  or  incur  farther  expense  in  buildings,  until 
that  experiment  had  been  fairly  tried :  But,  regarding  it  as 
desirable  that  such  additional  accommodation  should  be  pro¬ 
vided,  they  would  suggest  that  power  be  given  to  the  Weekly 
Committee  to  procure  plans  and  estimates,  and  thereafter  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  work. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  the  Directors  are  naturally 
led  to  refer  to  some  remarks  by  the  Lunacy  Commissioners, 
dated  11th  September,  1863,  and  published  along  with  their 
last  Annual  Report.  It  is  stated,  “  The  Commissioners  might 
“  direct  attention  to  the  great  benefit  which  would  result  from 
“  various  structural  alterations,  such  as  the  enlargement  of  the 
“  windows  in  the  single  rooms,  the  provision  of  proper  sick- 
“  rooms,  and  of  improved  day-rooms.”  The  Directors  had 
never  before  heard  any  objection  to  the  size  of  the  windows, 
which,  during  an  experience  extending  over  forty-four  years, 
have  been  found  to  answer  sufficiently  the  purposes  both  of  light 
and  air.  As  to  the  provision  of  proper  sick-rooms,  the  Direc¬ 
tors  are  happy  to  think,  that,  from  the  uniform  good  health  of 
the  patients,  little  occasion  has  arisen  for  such  accommodation  ; 
but  when  it  did  arise,  no  difficulty  has  ever  been  experienced 
in  treating  the  sick  in  separate  apartments  specially  devoted  to 
this  purpose.  In  the  Report  from  which  the  foregoing  extract 
is  taken  indeed,  it  is  stated,  “  Of  the  male  patients,  no  one  was 
“  in  bed  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause  :  Of  the  females,  one 
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“  was  apparently  in  a  sinking  condition,  and  another  in  bed, 
“  from  the  effects  of  epilepsy/'  In  regard  to  improved  Day- 
Rooms,  the  Commission  omits  all  mention  of  the  spacious, 
cheerful,  and  well- ventilated  apartment  which  was  erected  only 
a  few  years  ago  (1858)  on  the  female  side  of  the  House. 

Among  the  events  which  have  occurred  during  the  past  year 
bearing  upon  the  interests  of  the  Asylum,  the  Directors  would 
specially  mention  the  opening  of  the  Baxter  Park,  on  the  9th 
September  last.  This  event  could  not  fail  to  be  interesting  to 
the  Managers  of  the  Asylum  ;  for  it  secures  to  the  Institution 
the  continuance  of  an  open  space  of  thirty  acres  of  pleasure 
ground  immediately  adjoining  the  Asylum  property,  as  a  place 
of  public  recreation,  in  all  time  coming, — thus  preventing  it 
from  ever  being  built  upon.  In  connection  with  this  subject, 
the  Directors  have  to  express  their  acknowledgments  for  the 
kindness  of  Sir  David  and  the  Misses  Baxter  in  permitting  a 
private  entrance  to  be  made  from  the  Asylum  grounds  to  the 
Park  ;  by  means  of  which  a  number  of  the  patients  enjoy  op¬ 
portunities  of  walking  in  the  Park, — a  privilege  which  they 
highly  appreciate.  With  this  Park  adjoining  the  Asylum 
grounds  on  the  east,  and  with  the  grounds  of  the  Morgan  Hos¬ 
pital  on  the  north,  the  Directors  consider  that  a  great  addi¬ 
tional  security  has  been  provided  for  the  healthiness  and  a- 
menity  of  the  Asylum, — as  much  so  as  if  these  grounds — ex¬ 
tending  to  about  thirty-five  acres — had  been  added  to  the  Asy¬ 
lum  property,  which  extends  to  sixteen  acres.  Much  benefit 
has  been  experienced  by  the  employment  of  patients  in  culti¬ 
vating  the  additional  four  acres  of  ground  acquired  by  the  In¬ 
stitution  two  years  ago. 

In  the  Report  for  last  year,  notice  was  taken  of  the  vacancy 
which  had  occurred  in  consequence  of  the  Reverend  Mr  Pa¬ 
terson,  Chaplain  to  the  Asylum,  having  received  another  ap¬ 
pointment.  The  Directors  lost  no  time  in  looking  out  for  a 
suitable  successor  ;  and  on  14th  September  last,  they  elected  to 
that  office  the  Reverend  Alexander  Reid,  whose  ministrations, 
they  are  glad  to  say,  have  proved  very  acceptable  to  those  who 
constitute  the  Congregation  ;  and  the  Directors  would  here

express  their  thanks  to  the  clergymen  who  so  kindly  officiated 
during  the  vacancy. 

Allusion  was  made  in  the  last  Report  to  some  correspond¬ 
ence  which  had  taken  place  with  the  General  and  District  Lu¬ 
nacy  Boards,  from  which  it  appeared,  that  the  Directors  did 
not  entirely  concur  in  opinion  with  the  gentlemen  composing 
these  Boards.  Some  farther  correspondence  has  taken  place 
in  the  course  of  the  past  year  ;  hut  matters  remain  in  much 
the  same  state  as  when  formely  reported  on.  The  object  of 
the  District  Lunacy  Board  is  to  interpose  betwixt  the  Mana¬ 
gers  of  the  Asylum  and  the  Parochial  Boards  in  regard  to  the 
maintenance  of  pauper  lunatics,  while  the  latter  prefer  to  con¬ 
tract  directly  with  those  in  charge  of  the  Asylum.  The  Direc¬ 
tors  have  hitherto  been  unable  to  see  any  necessity  for  disturb¬ 
ing  the  arrangements  come  to  betwixt  the  parties  who  provide 
accommodation  for  such  patients,  and  those  who  pay  for  such 
accommodation  ;  and  seeing  that  the  Dundee  Asylum  has  been 
reared  and  maintained  without  either  Government  aid  or  local 
assessment,  the  Directors  do  not  consider  it  their  duty  to  alter 
its  character,  by  placing  any  portion  of  it  mider  regulations 
applicable  to  District  Asylums ;  and  while  they  have  always 
invited  the  fullest  inspection  of  the  House  by  the  District  Lu- 
nancy  Board,  or  any  one  appointed  by  them,  the  Directors  do 
not  see  that  there  would  be  any  advantage  in  either  a  double 
or  a  divided  management.  Accordingly,  they  claim  for  them¬ 
selves  the  right  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  patients  of  every 
class  shall  be  received  into  the  Asylum.  And  here  it  may  be 
proper  to  notice,  that  if,  under  the  new  arrangements  for  the 
accommodation  of  pauper  patients  in  the  Lunatic  Wards  of 
Poor-Houses,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  quiet  and  least  expen¬ 
sive  patients  are  removed,  whilst  the  violent  and  destructive 
are  left  in  the  Asylum,  it  may  become  necessary  to  revise  the 
rate  of  charge  now  applicable  to  this  class  of  patients. 

The  Directors  have  lately  introduced  an  increased  supply  of 
Monikie  water  into  the  Asylum,  by  laying  new  pipes, — a  mea¬ 
sure  which  they  believe  will  be  found  of  great  advantage  to  the 
Establishment,  and  which  will  enable  them  to  provide  most 
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efficiently  for  any  emergency  that  might  occur.  They  have 
also  given  orders  for  papering  and  repainting  various  portions 
of  the  House,  including  the  pauper  day-rooms, — an  improve¬ 
ment  which  will  no  doubt  conduce  to  the  increased  cheerful¬ 
ness  and  comfort  of  the  patients. 

Throughout  the  entire  Establishment,  the  greatest  harmony 
and  good  order  continue  to  prevail, — a  result  no  doubt  mainly 
due  to  the  watchful  care  and  unceasing  kindness  of  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Superintendent  and  Matron.  Nor  would  the  Directors 
omit  to  notice  with  approval  the  services  of  the  attendants — 
often  difficult  and  requiring  the  exercise  of  great  tact  and  for¬ 
bearance, — two  of  whom  have  recently  received  the  premium 
which  it  has  been  the  practice  to  award  to  those  who  have 
completed  the  term  of  twenty  years'  faithful  service  in  the 
Asylum.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum 
was  held  on  Monday  the  20th  June,  1864,  in  the  Town-Hall. 
There  were  sixteen  Directors  present.  George  Duncan,  Esq., 
occupied  the  chair. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors,  the  Dean  of 
Guild  said  the  Directors  had  not  seen  it  proper  to  take  any  notice  of  the  im¬ 
provement  suggested  by  the  Lunacy  Commissioners.  “  It  appears  to  me,”  he 
said,  “that  this  Institution  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  public,  and  that  we 
should  try  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  and  improve  it  in  every 
possible  way.  Whether  we  approve  of  all  that  is  recommended  by  the  Lunacy 
Commissioners  or  not,  they  have  a  large  amount  of  knowledge  on  these  matters, 
and  we  would  do  well  to  consider  their  recommendations.  I  see  in  the  Report 
the  Directors  suggest  that  there  should  be  increased  accommodation.  I  con¬ 
sider  that  an  important  thing  ;  but  would  it  not  be  worth  while  at  the  same 
time  to  consider  the  improvements  suggested  by  the  Lunacy  Board,  and 
whether  these  improvements  suggested  are  compatible  with  the  Report,  or 
whether  we  should  not  remove  the  Asylum  altogether  ?  I  see  no  difficulty 
in  £20,000  or  £30,000  being  got  for  such  a  purpose  in  a  prosperous  town  like 
Dundee,  and  this  is  an  Institution  which  is  worth  a  great  deal  of  attention. 
This  is  a  disease  to  which  we  are  all  subject,  and  we  should  try  all  we  can  to 
improve  the  character  of  the  Institution.  When  you  go  into  the  Asylum,  you 
would  think  you  were  going  into  a  prison.  The  gates  are  shut  upon  you  when 
you  go  in  :  Now,  that  should  not  be.  In  other  Institutions,  you  go  in  at  an 
open  gate  and  come  to  a  fine  house.  What  I  would  suggest  is,  that  this  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Lunacy  Board  be  considered  by  the  Directors  ;  and  I  would  also 
suggest,  that  before  the  plans  and  estimates  are  taken,  a  Committee  should  be 
appointed  to  consider  the  whole  matter,  and  to  report.  I  think  that  would 
do  no  harm.  I  differ  from  some  of  the  Directors  on  this  subject  :  I  think  that 
Government  control  will  by-and-bye  be  forced  upon  you  whether  you  will  or 
no.  I  observe  that  during  the  past  year  there  were  fifteen  patients  you  could 
not  take  in.  Now,  that  is  another  reason  why  you  should  have  extended 
accommodation.  Besides,  such  have  been  the  arrangements  made  in  our 
Institution  that  the  Parochial  Boards  have  felt  it  proper  to  build  lunacy  wards 
for  their  own  patients,  and  that  will  reduce  the  number  of  our  patients,  so 
that  we  might  have  an  institution  that  would  suit  the  middle  class  apart  from 
the  paupers.  I  think  that  is  well  worthy  of  consideration.  This  Institution 
was  built  a  number  of  years  ago  with  all  the  improvements  that  were  then 
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known — indeed,  it  was  ahead  of  many  similar  institutions  :  But  it  has  not 
kept  pace  with  modern  improvements.  The  rooms  are  more  like  prison  cells 
than  a  place  for  the  treatment  of  lunacy.  It  is  extraordinary  what  the  Matron 
and  the  Doctor  do — it  is  very  well  managed  ;  and  if  it  were  not  well  managed, 
we  would  have  heard  more  of  it  before  now.  It  is  at  present  exceedingly  well 
managed  ;  but  if  we  could  convert  the  cells  into  decent  bed-rooms,  it  would  be 
a  great  improvement.  I  do  not  mean  to  object  to  the  Report ;  but  before  the 
estimates  are  given  in,  we  should  appoint  a  Committee  to  investigate  into  the 
whole  matter,  and  to  see  if  we  could  not  effect  an  improvement  by  altering  the 
site  or  otherwise.” 

Mr  John  Mackay  disapproved  of  the  interference  of  District  and  Central 
Lunacy  Boards  with  such  an  institution  as  the  Dundee  Asylum.  It  was  quite 
uncalled  for  and  quite  unnecessary.  The  supervision  of  such  Boards  was 
often  conducted  in  a  vexatious  manner,  and  uniformly  led  to  increased  and 
unnecessary  expenditure.  As  regards  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Asylum, 
he  disapproved  of  plenary  powers  being  given  to  the  Committee  in  the  matter. 
He  thought  that  Committees  ought  merely  to  procure  the  necessary  information, 
and  then  report.  The  Committee  ought  to  get  plans  and  estimates  of  the 
expenditure,  and  then  submit  them  to  the  Directors  for  their  approval.  This, 
he  thought,  would  be  more  satisfactory  alike  to  the  Board  and  also  to  the 
Committee,  as  it  would  relieve  the  latter  of  responsibility.  ISTo  money  should 
be  voted  for  new  erections  without  first  being  submitted  to  the  whole  Direc¬ 
tors  for  their  sanction. 

Mr  Thoms  said — “  I  am  certainly  not  at  all  surprised  that  the  Dean  of  Guild 
and  Mr  Mackay  should  have  joined  in  calling  attention  to  the  Report  of  the 
Lunacy  Commissioners,  extracts  from  which  have  already  appeared  in  the  local 
papers.  As  one  of  the  Weekly  Committee,  I  certainly  intended  to  avail  my¬ 
self  of  the  present  opportunity  to  make  some  remarks  on  that  Report.  The 
Dean  of  Guild  has  suggested  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  contemplate 
the  removal  of  the  Asylum  altogether  to  another  locality,  rather  than  any  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  present  accommodation.  Now,  Sir,  I  say  this  is  a  very  proper 
subject  for  consideration ;  but  the  views  I  hold  in  regard  to  the  Asylum  are 
certainly,  that  it  is  quite  sufficient  to  answer  all  the  ends  for  which  it  was 
originally  established,  and  that  it  has  kept  pace  with  all  the  improvements  in 
the  treatment  of  mental  disease  which  have  been  introduced  since  it  was 
instituted.  But,  Sir,  the  fact  of  it  being  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  a  large 
manufacturing  town,  is  one  to  which  we  cannot  shut  our  eyes.  If  it  happened 
to  be  overlooked  by  the  surrounding  buildings,  or  if  the  Asylum  were  other¬ 
wise  rendered  unsuitable  for  the  accommodation  of  lunatics,  then  it  would  be 
the  duty  of  this  Board  seriously  to  consider  the  question  which  has  been  raised 
by  the  Dean  of  Guild  :  But  you  must  bear  in  mind  that  on  that  Asylum,  as 
the  Report  tells  you,  £35,000  have  been  expended.  I  apprehend  that  no  one 
will  mantain  that  that  expenditure  has  not  been  judicious  and  proper.  You 
have  also  to  consider,  if  you  go  into  the  views  of  the  Lunacy  Board,  that  you 
must  not  only  put  an  end  to  the  existing  constitution,  but  contemplate  the 
erection  of  a  District  Asylum  for  this  division  of  the  county,  with  all  the  tax- 
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ation  incident  to  that  erection.  Now,  arc  the  county  gentlemen — are  the  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Supply  for  the  County  of  Forfar — are  the  ratepayers  and  owners 
of  property  in  Dundee — prepared  to  set  aside  that  establishment,  and  go  for¬ 
ward  and  lay  down  another  £30,000  or  £40,000  in  the  erection  of  a  new 
hospital  of  this  kind  ?  I  confess  I  have  serious  doubts  of  their  entertaining 
such  a  proposition.  W e  have  quite  enough  of  assessments  to  meet  without 
voluntarily  entertaining  this,  at  least  until  a  much  stronger  case  has  been  made 
out  that  the  existing  Institution  is  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  district. 
It  has  been  noticed  that  in  the  Directors’  Report  a  suggestion  is  made  for  carry¬ 
ing  out  one  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Commissioners,  by  the  erection  of  a 
new  day-room  for  the  male  patients.  The  Directors,  in  that  Report,  have 
given  a  very  good  reason  why  this  was  not  sooner  undertaken.  We  had  to 
contemplate  the  removal  of  a  certain  proportion  of  the  pauper  lunatics  into 
the  Poor-Houses  of  Dundee,  and  Liff  and  Benvie  ;  and  we  were  anxious  to  see 
what  effect  that  would  have  on  the  Institution  before  asking  you  to  sanction 
further  expenditure,  and  I  think  you  will  admit  that  that  was  a  very  proper 
motive  to  influence  the  governing  body.  We  state  now,  however,  that  it 
would  be  a  positive  improvement  to  the  Institution  to  have  a  large  airy,  well- 
lighted,  and  well-ventilated  day-room  erected  on  the  male  side  of  the  House, 
similar  in  its  proportions  to  the  admirable  building  which  was  erected  a  few 
years  ago  on  the  female  side  of  the  House.  The  Dean  of  Guild  suggests  that  it 
should  be  the  subject  of  consideration  by  the  Special  Committee  whether  we 
should  do  more  to  the  existing  building,  or  whether  we  should  not  contemplate 
the  erection  of  a  new  one.  I  have  no  objection  to  the  subject  being  considered 
by  a  committee  ;  but  it  will  require  stronger  reasons  than  have  been  urged  to 
lead  me  to  think  that  this  Institution  is  inadequate  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  intended,  or  to  make  me  believe  that  the  Commissioners  of  Supply  or 
the  owners  of  property  in  Dundee  will  voluntarily  assess  themselves  for  a  new 
Asylum,  so  long  as  this  Institution  exists  in  its  present  state  of  efficiency. 
With  these  remarks,  I  proceed  to  notice  some  of  the  observations  made  by  the 
Lunacy  Board  Commissioners.  I  believe  every  one  present  is  aware  of  the 
circumstances  under  which  that  Board  was  originally  constituted.  There  had 
been  some  abuses  in  some  of  the  private  Asylums  in  the  South  of  Scotland, 
and  these  were  turned  to  account  in  Parliament.  A  motion  was  made  for  the 
establishment  of  a  board.  That  was  urgently  resisted,  and  at  the  time  it  was 
instituted  there  was  an  express  provision  made  in  the  act  of  Parliament  that 
it  should  come  to  an  end  in  five  years  from  the  date  of  its  appointment.  We 
all  know,  however,  what  the  value  of  these  Parliamentary  provisions  is  when 
the  object  is  to  establish  a  board  :  The  promoters  seek  by  this  means  to  get  the 
thin  edge  inserted,  trusting  that  by-and-bye  they  will  be  enabled  to  attain  their 
end.  It  was  so  here  ;  for  the  act  passed  for  this  purpose,  and  which  is  dated 
1857,  provides  that  the  Board  then  constituted  should  come  to  an  end  in  five 
years,  and  that  its  powers  should  be  transferred  to  two  general  Commissioners, 
along  with  the  Secretary  of  State.  In  the  course  of  the  following  session, 
however,  another  circumstance  occurred,  to  which  we  are  accustomed  in  Scot¬ 
land — a  bill  was  introduced  to  amend  the  act  of  the  previous  year  ;  and  by-and- 
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bye  a  third  bill  was  introduced  to  render  the  Board  perpetual,  at  least  so  far 
as  regards  the  two  leading  Commissioners  ;  and  within  the  last  few  days  we 
have  received  a  copy  of  another  bill  introduced  into  Parliament  this  session, 
by  which  it  is  proposed  to  perpetuate  the  two  Deputy  Commissioners,  and  to 
raise  the  salaries  of  these  gentlemen,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Secretary,  from 
£500  to  £600  ;  and  the  salary  of  the  Clerk,  which  in  the  original  bill  was  fixed 
at  £150,  it  is  proposed  to  double,  making  his  salary  £300.  I  do  not  express 
the  least  surprise  at  this,  because  it  follows  the  ordinary  course  of  Scotch 
legislation.  Whether  the  country  will  submit  to  this  additional  expense 
being  laid  upon  it,  I  do  not  know  ;  but  when  bills  are  introduced  after  mid¬ 
night  into  a  thin  and  exhausted  House,  no  one  need  be  surprised  that  they  do 
not  receive  the  same  attention  as  bills  affecting  other  parts  of  the  kingdom. 
With  regard  to  the  remarks  in  this  Report  referring  to  the  Dundee  Asylum,  1 
think  it  is  necessary  that  the  Managing  Committee  should  make  a  few  remarks, 
more  especially  as  public  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  subject  ;  but  if  it 
is  any  consolation  to  us,  I  may  here  state  that  we  are  not  differently 
dealt  with  from  the  other  leading  Asylums  in  Scotland.  It  seems  to  be  the 
business  of  the  gentlemen  who  preside  over  that  department,  to  find  as 
many  faults  as  possible,  though  mixing  their  remarks  with  a  measure  of 
commendation  which  is  very  pleasing  ;  but  it  seems  to  be  their  main  object 
to  hold  out  as  many  objections  as  possible  to  the  existing  Asylums.  In  re¬ 
gard  to  the  case  of  the  Dundee  Asylum,  it  is  stated — 

‘  ‘  The  Dundee  Asylum  continues  to  exhibit  a  very  stationary  condition. 
The  general  arrangements  of  the  building  are  old,  inconvenient,  and  gloomy, 
and  there  is  a  lack  either  of  the  zeal  or  knowledge  necessary  to  make  the  best  of 
existing  conditions.  It  appears  that  about  80  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are 
restricted  in  their  excercise  to  the  airing-courts,  and  that  the  number  engaged 
in  active  industrial  occupations  is  extremely  limited.  The  House  is  reported 
as  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  food  of  good  quality  and  abundant  ;  but 
the  manner  of  serving  it  might,  it  is  conceived,  be  still  greatly  improved.  The 
patients  were  free  from  excitement,  and  their  sanitary  condition  is  described 
as  favourable  ;  but  a  considerable  number  of  the  males  were  reported  as  dis¬ 
orderly  in  dress  and  appearance, — a  state  of  matters  which  it  was  considered 
would  probably  be  improved  by  greater  intercourse  with  the  outer  world.  The 
usefulness  of  the  establishment  is  still  limited  by  the  overwhelming  numbers 
of  chronic  cases.” 

Now,  Sir,  I  never  heard  before  of  any  complaints  in  regard  to  the  general  ar¬ 
rangements  of  the  building.  It  is  quite  true  that  the  building  was  erected 
forty  years  ago,  and  that  it  may  be  deficient  in  some  of  the  modern  improve¬ 
ments  which  have  been  introduced  into  such  buildings  ;  but  surely  it  will  not 
be  maintained,  that  it  is  to  be  expected  that  there  shall  be  a  new  public  insti¬ 
tution  of  this  kind  erected  every  forty  or  fifty  years.  It  is  quite  right  that 
everything  should  be  done  to  improve  the  existing  Institution  ;  but  I  think  it 
is  scarcely  reasonable  that  two  gentlemen  should  come  over  here  merely  with 
the  intention  of  doing  something  towards  the  discharge  of  those  duties  that  have 
been  laid  upon  them,  some  of  which  might  have  been  dispensed  with  ;  and  if 
these  gentlemen  must  make  out  a  case,  it  is  too  bad  that  they  should  do  so  by 
finding  fault  with  some  of  the  best  Asylums  in  Scotland.  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  other  public  Asylums  will  act  differently  from  what  we  propose  to  do.  They 
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will  receive  the  remarks  that  are  passed  upon  their  Asylums,  and  possibly  consi¬ 
der,  and,  so  far  as  appears  necessary  to  those  in  the  direction,  give  effect  to  them  : 
But  they  will  not  revolutionize  the  whole  system  of  management,  and  abandon 
institutions  which  have  answered  all  these  purposes,  to  erect  new  houses  with 
modern  improvements — they  will  endeavour  to  adapt  the  existing  institutions 
to  the  existing  wants  ;  but  beyond  that  I  think  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  ex¬ 
pect  them  to  go.  The  Commissioners  say  that  there  is  a  lack  of  zeal  in  making 
the  best  of  the  existing  conditions.  I  confess  myself  at  a  loss  to  understand  what 
is  meant  by  these  observations,  because  we  have  had  many  testimonies  to  the 
excellent  spirit  which  prevails  in  this  Institution,  to  the  excellent  management 
both  of  our  intelligent  Superintendent,  and  our  indefatigable  Matron.  I  con¬ 
fess  that  till  now  I  never  heard  of  any  lack  either  of  zeal  or  knowledge.  Both, 
particularly  the  Matron,  have  had  an  amount  of  experience  which  few  have 
enjoyed,  in  the  treatment  of  mental  disease,  and  they  have  had  commendations 
from  some  whose  opinion  I  shall  not  rank  inferior  to  that  of  these  Commission¬ 
ers.  I  see,  however,  some  extracts  from  the  book  in  which  entries  are  made 
by  the  Commissioners,  which  appear  contradictory  to  the  statement  of  the 
Commissioners  themselves. 


‘May  27  and  28,1858. — The  propor¬ 
tion  of  unemployed  appears  high,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  with  more  varied 
means  of  occupation  it  might  be  con¬ 
siderably  diminished  ;  and  their  physi¬ 
cal  health  shows  not  only  that  their  diet 
is  good  and  judicious,  but  that  the 
care  bestowed  upon  it  every  way  must 
be  very  great.’ 

‘21st  August, 1860. — Dinner  consist¬ 
ed  of  an  ample  supply  of  broth  and 
bread  and  meat.  ’ 


‘23d  December,  1858. — It  is  to  be  re¬ 
corded  that  there  appears  to  be  a  greater 
number  of  patients  engaged  in  handi¬ 
crafts  than  is  generally  observed.  ’ 


‘  26th  January,  1863. — Dinner  con¬ 
sisted  of  broth  and  bread,  which  were 
both  good  in  quality,  and  a  morsel  of 
meat  served  cold,  which  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  either  suitable  or  savoury.  ’ 


Now,  Sir,  if  I  wanted  to  select  an  instance  of  the  spirit  in  which  these  observa¬ 
tions  were  made,  I  need  not  go  beyond  that  last  quotation.  These  gentlemen 
say  there  was  abundance  of  broth,  good  in  quality,  and  of  bread,  and  a  morsel 
of  meat  was  served  cold.  Now,  I  think  in  a  large  establishment  of  this  kind 
it  may  with  perfect  propriety  happen  that  there  must  be  cold  meat  occasionally 
during  the  week.  I  believe  in  the  best  houses  in  Dundee  cold  meat  appears 
occasionally  at  the  table.  These  gentlemen  surely  cannot  expect  in  a  pauper 
establishment,  where  the  patients  are  maintained  at  the  lowest  rate  of  board 
possible — they  cannot  expect  a  hot  joint  served  up  every  day.  It  is  by  such 
remarks  as  these  that  the  weight  of  their  Report  is  much  lessened.  Then, 
again,  we  find  the  following  entries. 

‘29th  and  30th  November,  1859. —  ‘21st  August,  1860. — It  is  obvious

bearing  testimony  to  the  excellent 
spirit  in  which  it  is  conducted.’ 

Now,  it  cannot  be  conducted  in  an  excellent  spirit  if  it  be  true,  as  set  forth  in 
this  Report,  that  there  is  a  lack  both  of  zeal  and  knowledge.  I  confess  my¬ 
self  totally  unable  to  understand  these  Reports.  Now,  I  think  this  very  point 
is  one  on  which  the  Asylum  is  unassailable.  Whatever  disadvantages  it  may 
labour  under  from  the  construction  of  the  House,  I  say  these  have  been  over¬ 
come  just  in  consequence  of  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  the  existing  accom¬ 
modation  has  been  taken  advantage  of.  But  I  would  give  another  instance  or 
two. 

‘28th  May,  1858. — The’House  is  over-  ‘  23d  December,  1858. — All  the  pa-

sources  of  excitement  more  diffused.’  ‘  10th  May,  1859. — The  condition  of 

the  House  and  patients  was  extremely 
satisfactory.’ 

It  is  not,  therefore,  very  difficult  to  answer  the  complaints  of  these  gentlemen 
out  of  their  own  mouths  ;  but  I  consider  it  unnecessary  to  detain  you  with 
further  quotations.  I  said,  however,  that  I  would  be  able  to  adduce  some  tes¬ 
timony  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Dundee  Asylum,  not  in  any  way  inferior  to 
that  of  the  two  Commissioners.  It  is  dated  some  years  ago  ;  but  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  remarks  then  made  should  not  be  applicable  to  the  Asylum  in 
its  present  state,  because  everything  that  has  been  done  since  has  been  done 
in  the  way  of  improvement.  I  dare  say  the  present  meeting  will  be  glad  to 
hear  that  the  authority  from  whom  I  am  to  quote  is  nothing  less  than  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  President  of  the  English  Lunacy  Board. 
That  noble  Lord  was  on  a  visit  to  a  nobleman  in  this  neighbourhood,  and  took 
an  opportunity  of  visiting  this  Asylum  during  his  stay,  and  he  quite  spontane¬ 
ously  wrote  the  following  letter  to  Dr  Mackintosh  before  he  left  this  part  of  the 
country. 

‘  Rossie  Priory,  October  11,  1847. 

‘  Dear  Sir, — I  should  be  sorry  to  leave  this  part  of  the  country  without 
expressing  the  very  great  delight  I  experienced  from  the  inspection  of  the 
Lunatic  Asylum  at  Dundee,  over  which  you  preside  as  Medical  Superintendent. 

‘  It  must  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  yourself,  and  to  your  admirable  coadju¬ 
tor,  Mrs  Kilgour,  to  see  in  so  decided  a  manner  the  beneficial  results  of  the  hu¬ 
mane  system  of  treatment.  My  colleagues  in  London  will  be  highly  pleased 
to  hear  from  me,  that,  in  science  and  humanity,  the  Scottish  Asylums  will 
maintain  an  honourable  rivalry  with  the  fairest  in  England. 

‘  I  am,  Dear  Sir,  your  very  obedient  servant, 

(Signed)  ‘Ashley.’ 

‘Dr  Mackintosh,  M.D.,  Asylum,  Dundee.’ 

Now,  Sir,  I  think  that  is  a  letter  which  ought  very  much  to  satisfy  the  people 
in  this  district,  that  our  Asylum,  with  all  its  imperfections,  and  though  it  has 
already  existed  upwards  of  forty  years,  is  yet  an  Institution  worthy  of  the  con¬ 
fidence  and  support  of  the  community.  I  have  not  the  least  objection  that  the 
subject  of  the  removal  of  the  Asylum  shall  be  deliberately  considered,  and  that 
the  proposal  of  the  Weekly  Committee  to  erect  an  additional  day-room  shall 
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not  be  adopted  until  the  Committee  give  in  a  Report.  I  trust,  however,  that 
the  Report  which  has  been  read  will  receive  the  appoval  of  this  meeting. 

The  Dean  of  Guild  said  he  did  not  mean  to  oppose  the  Report.  He  would 
propose  its  adoption  ;  but  he  would  also  propose  that  the  matter  as  to  the 
erection  of  the  day-room  be  remitted  to  the  Weekly  Committee,  to  consider  and 
report. 

The  Chairman  said  he  understood  the  Report  to  be  approved  of,  and  that 
the  Weekly  Committee  were  to  report  as  to  the  increase  to  the  accommodation 
to  next  Quarterly  Court. 

The  Dean  of  Guild  and  several  other  members  then  left  the  meeting. 

Mr  John  Cooper  expressed  regret  that  the  Dean  of  Guild  had  left  the  meet¬ 
ing,  as  he  was  to  have  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  Report.  With  regard  to  the 
remarks  made  by  the  Dean  of  Guild  and  Mr  Mackay,  he  could  not  understand 
what  good  would  result  from  remitting  the  matter  to  a  Committee.  It  seemed 
to  be  admitted  that  there  was  necessity  for  an  extension  of  the  Asylum  ;  and  if 
that  was  the  case,  there  was  no  necessity  for  further  consideration.  The  matter 
should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee.  With  regard  to  the  contem¬ 
plated  removal  of  the  Asylum,  that  appeared  to  him  a  wild  idea.  He  was  con¬ 
vinced  a  better  situation  could  not  be  got  in  the  locality  than  where  it  was  now 
situated.  At  present  it  could  not  be  overlooked  from  the  east,  north,  or  the 
greater  portion  of  the  west,  and,  by  securing  a  small  additional  piece  of 
ground,  it  could  not  be  overlooked  from  the  south.  He  had  listened  with  at¬ 
tention  to  the  able  speech  of  Mr  Thoms,  and  thought  what  he  stated  was  quite 
unanswerable,  and  that  speech  he  thought  would  do  a  great  deal  of  good.  He 
again  expressed  regret  that  the  Dean  of  Guild  had  left  the  meeting,  as  he 
would  have  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  Report  ;  but  as  he  had  left,  he 
would  not  do  so.  He  trusted,  however,  that  the  Committee  who  had  charge 
of  the  business  would  take  the  extension  speedily  into  their  consideration,  and 
have  it  carried  out  without  delay. 

Mr  Mackay  wished  to  say  a  word  or  two  in  reply  to  Mr  Cooper.  He 
thought  such  an  important  expenditure  as  the  proposed  extension  of  the 
Asylum  should  be  first  sanctioned  by  the  Board.  One  member  of  Committee 
estimated  the  cost  at  £300,  and  another  at  £600.  Taking  it  even  at  the 
least  amount,  £300,  such  an  expenditure  as  that  should  not  be  devolved  upon 
any  Committee  without  first  being  sanctioned  by  all  the  Directors.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  themselves  did  not  object  to  reporting  the  matter  to  the  Board.  As 
regards  procuring  a  new  Asylum,  he  altogether  differed  from  the  Dean  of  Guild 
in  that  matter.  There  was  ample  accommodation  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Asylum  for  any  extension  of  the  buildings  which  might  be  required  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  He  had  often,  when  formerly  a  Director,  visited  the  Asylum, 
and  he  was  sure  every  attention  was  paid  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  and 
that  there  was  excellent  accommodation  for  them.  He  thought  it  would  be 
difficult  to  find  a  more  suitable  place  for  an  Asylum  for  Dundee  than  the 
present.  It  was  conveniently  situated  near  the  town  ;  and  from  its  proximity 
to  the  Morgan  Hospital  and  the  Baxter  Park,  it  would  be  free  from  new  build¬ 
ings  being  erected  close  to  it,  and  so  the  proper  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Asylum  would  be  protected.

The  following  twenty-six  parishes,  the  parishioners  of  which 
having  contributed  or  bequeathed  £20  or  more  to  the  funds  of 
the  Asylum,  are  entitled  to  have  then1  pauper  patients  admitted 
into  class  first,  and  are  charged  the  lowest  rate  of  hoard ;  but 
no  other  parish,  since  1823,  can  claim  the  privilege.  The 
parish  of  St  Andrews  was  privileged  in  1837,  and  the  parish 
of  Kingsbarns  in  1852,  to  have  each  one  patient  only  in  the 
Asylum  at  the  lowest  rate  of  board.

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


20tii  JUNE,  1864. 


The  statistics  which  are  usually  embodied  in  the  form  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  an  Asylum  present  almost  invariably  a  sameness 
of  character  and  detail  little  calculated  to  excite  the  interest  of  the 
cursory  reader.  This  arises  in  a  great  measure  from  the  fact  that,  in 
such  Reports,  it  is  intended  to  lay  before  the  public  the  results  arrived 
at,  rather  than  a  minute  record  of  the  occurrences  of  the  year.  Yet 
every  item  of  such  statistics  contains  in  itself  a  history  replete  with 
interest ;  every  admission  expresses  an  amount  of  family  anxiety  and 
affliction  never  fully  realised  unless  by  the  members  of  that  household 
on  whom  such  troubles  have  fallen ;  every  discharge  represents  the 
result  of  increasing  efforts  made  to  relieve  and  restore  the  afflicted  ; 
and  every  death  contains  the  history  of  means  adopted  with  a  view  to 
the  restoration  of  the  health  of  the  patient,  and  which,  when  they  be¬ 
come  unavailing  and  the  fatal  termination  is  seen  to  be  inevitable,  are 
turned  to  soothe  and  alleviate  his  last  sufferings. 

Painfully  interesting  as  these  details  would  be,  many  of  them  can 
never,  from  their  very  nature,  be  exposed  to  the  common  gaze.  Hence, 
notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  said  and  written  on  the  treatment 
of  the  Insane,  it  is  much  to  be  feared  that,  to  the  great  majority  of  the 
public,  an  Asylum  still  appears  merely  a  place  of  detention  and  safety 
for  those  who  are  unable  to  take  care  of  themselves  or  are  dangerous 
to  their  neighbours.  Nor  can  this  result  be  altogether  a  matter  of 
surprise,  when  it  is  still  considered  necessary  that,  before  the  un¬ 
fortunate  patient  can  receive  the  benefit  of  such  institutions,  he  must 
be  certified  as  dangerous  to  himself  and  others,  and  incapable  of  dis¬ 
tinguishing  right  from  wrong,  and  when,  in  addition,  his  admission 
can  only  be  permitted  on  the  authority  of  the  Sheriff  or  Sheriff-Sub¬ 
stitute  of  the  County. 

Viewed  in  its  true  light,  however,  an  Asylum  is  merely  an  hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  disease,  but  fitted  up  and  conducted  so  as  to  meet 
the  many  and  peculiar  requirements  of  its  patients.  There  the  ex¬ 
cited  and  restless  are  soothed  and  quieted,  the  melancholy  cheered 
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and  encouraged,  and  even  the  clouded  intellects  of  the  chronically  de¬ 
mented  are  rarely  so  far  obscured  but  that  means  may  be  found  for 
their  improvement.  No  question  indeed  is  so  difficult  of  reply  as  that 
now  so  frequently  asked,  Is  this  case  incurable  ?  The  following 
examples  will  show  how  cautiously  such  a  question  should  be 
answered : — 

A  female  is  admitted  in  a  state  of  great  excitement.  As  the  violence 
of  the  attack  somewhat  subsides,  she  becomes  dirty  and  degraded,  and 
her  expression  assumes  the  appearance  of  hopeless  fatuity.  For  six 
months  she  remains  in  this  condition.  At  length  a  glimpse  of  return¬ 
ing  reason  shows  itself ;  but  almost  immediately  she  relapses  into  her 
former  state,  and  remains  in  that  condition  for  weeks.  Again  she 
emerges  from  her  stupor  ;  the  opportunity  is  taken  advantage  of ;  she 
is  encouraged  to  work  ;  she  becomes  a  steady  labourer  in  the  laundry, 
and  is,  in  a  short  time,  restored  to  society,  but  fortunately  entirely 
oblivious  of  the  painful  condition  into  which  by  her  illness  she  had 
been  precipitated. 

Or  the  duration  of  illness  may  extend  over  many  years,  as  in  the 
following  instance  : — A  patient  formerly  noted  for  the  prudence  of  her 
character  and  kindness  of  disposition,  but  overwhelmed  by  family 
misfortunes  and  affliction,  endeavoured  to  struggle  against  her  adverse 
fate,  but  in  vain.  Her  reason  became  unhinged,  and  her  disease  gradually 
assumed  the  form  of  severe  melancholia.  She  became  impressed  with 
the  idea  that  she  was  the  origin  of  all  sin,  and  the  cause  of  all  crime  ; 
that  she  was  unfit  to  live,  and  that  death  alone  was  a  sufficient  pun¬ 
ishment  for  the  enormity  of  her  offences.  She  continually  asked  to 
be  killed,  said  she  deserved  no  kindness,  and,  timid  and  retiring,  could 
with  difficulty  be  induced  to  enter  into  conversation.  In  this  state 
she  remained  for  thirteen  years.  At  length  it  was  observed  that  she  re¬ 
ferred  to  her  delusions  with  less  frequency,  and  appeared  to  pay  more 
attention  to  those  around  her.  She  was  now  occasionally  taken  be¬ 
yond  the  walls,  and  her  mind  employed  in  various  forms  of  occupation. 
The  cloud  that  had  so  long  darkened  her  intellect  began  to  dissipate, 
and  finally  to  clear  away  altogether,  and,  now  happy,  cheerful,  and  in¬ 
telligent,  she  can  scarcely  be  recognised  as  the  person  whose  only  re¬ 
ply  for  many  years  used  to  be,  “  I  should  be  destroyed,  as  I  am  the 
cause  of  all  the  mischief  in  the  world.” 

But  even  those  comparatively  incurable  cases  of  general  paralysis 
are  not  removed  beyond  the  limits  of  treatment ;  for,  although  re¬ 
covery  can  scarcely  be  hoped  for,  yet  the  patient’s  life  may  be  fre¬ 
quently  prolonged  and  his  pains  relieved, — a  result  which,  next  to 
that  of  recovery,  is  the  one  most  anxiously  desired  in  the  treatment  of 
the  insane. 
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A  person  afflicted  with  this  disease  may  in  a  few  hours  become 
comatose,  his  pulse  feeble  and  irregular,  and  to  all  appearance  his 
demise  close  at  hand ;  yet,  the  well  timed  administration  of  an  active 
purgative  apparently  determines  between  his  life  and  death,  the 
symptoms  gradually  abate,  consciousness  returns,  and  the  attack 
passes  away. 

With  facts  such  as  these  continually  occurring,  and  being  matters 
of  daily  observation,  it  can  surely  be  no  longer  a  subject  of  surprise 
that  those  acquainted  with  the  nature  and  treatment  of  insanity 
should  hesitate  before  certifying  that  their  patients  are  incurable,  and 
that  they  cannot  derive  any  further  benefit  from  treatment  in  an 
Asylum. 

In  the  accompanying  tables  will  be  found  a  summary  of  the  results 
of  the  past  year’s  experience.  From  these  it  will  be  seen  that  33 
patients  have  been  admitted,  of  whom  17  were  males,  and  16  females. 
16  of  these  were  paid  for  by  their  relatives  or  guardians,  and  17  were 
supported  at  the  expense  of  the  several  privileged  parishes. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  has  been  232. 

Of  these  19  have  been  discharged  recovered,  1  was  removed  in 
an  improved  condition,  and  1  on  whom  no  improvement  had  taken 
place.  6  only  have  died,  of  whom  4  were  males,  and  2  females.  The 
percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  admissions  is  therefore 
57*57.  That  of  the  deaths,  calculated  on  the  number  under  treat¬ 
ment,  2*58. 

Of  the  patients  admitted,  10  were  suffering  from  mania ;  5  from 
monomania;  11  from  dementia;  2  from  melancholia;  and  5  were 
affected  with  general  paralysis.  Of  these  7  were  re-admissions,  that 
is,  patients  who,  at  some  former  period,  had  been  under  treatment  in 
this  Asylum,  and  had  been  discharged  recovered,  or  removed  by  their 
relatives. 

The  length  of  time  which  had  elapsed  between  the  date  of  dis¬ 
charge  and  re-admission  of  these  cases  was,  respectively,  14  years  and 
5  months ;  13  years  and  9  months ;  5  years  and  7  months ;  2  years 
and  2  months  ;  9  months  ;  and  4  months. 

To  enter  into  a  full  and  detailed  description  of  the  various 
peculiarities  of  each  patient  admitted  would  be  evidently  quite  un¬ 
suited  for  a  Report  such  as  the  present.  The  only  circumstance  call¬ 
ing  for  remark  is  the  steady  increase  of  the  cases  of  general  paralysis, 
and  what  is  especially  worthy  of  notice  is  the  fact  that  this  year  they 
are  all  derived  from  the  lowest  ranks  of  society. 

Great  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  arriving  at  anything  like 
correct  statistics  as  to  the  causes  of  insanity  in  the  cases  admitted. 
Generally  they  are  stated  as  “  unknown,”  more  correctly  speaking 
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they  might  be  entered  “  undetected,”  for  it  becomes  no  easy  matter  to 
fix  on  the  precise  exciting  cause  of  the  attack,  when  it  is  borne  in 
mind  that  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  a  period  exists  of  longer  or 
shorter  duration,  when  the  patient  is  in  a  more  or  less  insanurient 
state,  and  ready,  on  the  application  of  the  slightest  excitement  or 
annoyance,  to  pass  into  the  condition  of  true  and  well-marked  lunacy. 

It  is  also  on  this  account  that  so  little  reliance  can  be  placed  on  the 
statistics  of  the  duration  of  the  insanity  of  patients  previous  to  their 
admission ;  and,  in  connection  with  this  subject,  it  may  be  remarked, 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  common  observation,  strange  though  it  may 
seem,  that  the  least  reliable  information  is  that  obtained  from  the 
patient’s  nearest  relatives.  For  example,  while  the  son  of  a  general 
paralytic  stated  that  his  father’s  illness  had  only  been  of  a  fortnight’s 
duration,  a  fellow-workman  had  observed  the  disease  gradually  pro¬ 
gressing  for  six  months,  and  on  more  careful  examination  it  was  as¬ 
certained  that  in  reality  the  patient  had  been  suffering  from  this  dis¬ 
tressing  malady  for  at  least  three  years.  The  explanation  probably 
is,  that  those  individuals  who  are  in  constant  communication  with  the 
patient  become  accustomed  to  and  overlook  those  slight  changes  of 
conduct  and  manner  which  are  the  precursors  of  the  disease,  and 
which  are  so  readily  remarked  by  comparative  strangers. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  recovered  during  the  year,  1  was  in  the 
Asylum  for  7  weeks  ;  6  for  periods  varying  from  2  to  3  months  ;  1 
for  3  months  and  3  weeks  ;  2  from  4  to  6  months  ;  and  6  from  6  to  12 
months  ;  1  had  been  an  inmate  for  4  years  and  9  months  ;  1  for  5  years 
and  9  months;  and  1  for  9  years  and  11  months.  Of  the  2  patients 
removed  not  recovered,  the  1  had  been  in  the  Asylum  only  2  months, 
and  got  well  soon  after  her  removal ;  and  the  other,  taken  home  at 
the  earnest  solicitation  of  his  relatives,  only  survived  his  removal  a 
few  days. 

Our  obituary  register  this  year  contains  but  few  entries.  As 
usual,  the  causes  of  death  have  arisen  from  diseases  which  from  the 
first  precluded  any  hopes  being  entertained  of  recovery,  viz., 
diarrhoea,  general  decay,  chronic  bronchitis,  disease  of  liver,  cardiac 
dropsy,  and  phthisis,  at  the  ages  respectively  of  67,  51,  78,  71,  82, 
and  19  years.  The  last  mentioned  case,  it  will  be  observed,  seriously 
affects  the  average  at  death,  which,  notwithstanding,  is  61 J  years. 

Most  of  these  cases  had  been  long  resident  in  the  Asylum. 

The  first  on  the  list  had  been  a  frequent  inmate  since  1833.  He 
had  been  no  less  than  ten  times  in  the  Asylum.  His  illness,  brought 
on  by  a  life  of  vice  and  intoxication,  assumed  at  first  the  form  of 
attacks  of  acute  mania,  which  generally  passed  off  in  a  few  weeks, 
leaving  the  patient  quite  sane.  For  one  or  two  years  he  would  keep 
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well,  but  a  return  to  bis  evil  habits  induced  other  attacks.  At  length 
the  malady  assumed  another  phase  ;  he  became  subject  to  profound 
melancholy,  and  finally  sank  into  a  state  of  almost  complete  fatuity, 
in  which  condition  he  continued  for  the  ten  years  preceding  his  death 
— a  miserable  and  unhappy  example  of  the  dangers  attending  an  in¬ 
dulgence  in  such  vicious  propensities. 

Another  patient,  who  breathed  his  last  only  yesterday  morning, 
had  been  resident  for  36  years.  He  was  the  last  survivor  of  a  re¬ 
markable  trio,  who,  many  will  remember,  never  failed  to  attract 
attention.  A  seaman  in  early  life,  at  the  age  of  46  he  became  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  idea  that  he  was  unjustly  defrauded  of  his  rights,  and 
for  36  years  has  never  ceased  to  address  petitions  to  all  authorities, 
high  and  low,  in  letters  full  of  charges  of  crimes  and  demands  for  re¬ 
dress.  Till  the  occurrence  of  his  fatal  illness  he  continued  active  and 
vigorous,  and  took  every  opportunity  of  energetically  maintaining  the 
truth  of  these  assertions,  and,  even  when  death  was  about  to  close  his 
painful  career,  demanded  that  his  supposed  oppressors  should  be 
brought  to  trial. 

A  striking  contrast  to  the  above  is  presented  to  us  in  the  only 
other  case  worthy  of  record,  viz.,  that  of  a  female,  who  died  at  the 
advanced  age  of  71  years.  She  had  frequently  been  an  inmate,  from 
paroxysms  of  acute  mania.  Admitted  for  the  first  time  in  1851,  she 
recovered  after  a  few  months  residence.  Her  last  admission  occurred 
towards  the  beginning  of  last  year,  when  her  illness  had  assumed  the 
form  of  chronic  mania.  Symptoms  of  that  disease  which  was 
destined  to  prove  fatal  appeared  as  the  year  advanced,  and  near  its 
close  she  expired  from  enlargement  and  degeneration  of  the  liver. 
The  remarkable  feature  of  this  case  was,  that  as  the  bodily  infirmity 
of  the  poor  patient  increased,  her  scattered  intellect  became  collected, 
she  became  perfectly  sane,  and  remained  quite  conscious  to  the  last 
moment  of  her  existence.  Shortly  before  death,  at  her  own  request, 
she  was  visited  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  Institution,  and  received 
those  consolations  of  religion  so  soothing  alike  to  sane  and  in¬ 
sane,  when  they  prepare  to  set  out  on  their  last  dark  and  mysterious 
journey. 

Scenes  such  as  these  afford  food  for  grave  reflection.  Not  only  are 
we  led  to  enquire 

Animula  vagula,  blandula 

Hospes,  comesque  corporis, 

Quae  nunc  abibis  in  loca  ? 

but  our  ignorance  of  what  the  condition  of  the  “  fleeting  spirit  ”  may 
be  when  it  quits  its  frail  abode,  gives  rise  to  many  and  strange  specula¬ 
tions.  How  much  more  incomprehensible  then  does  all  this  become, 
when  we  see,  after  months  of  apparently  hopeless  and  chaotic  con- 
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fusion,  order  returning  and  reason  resuming  her  sway,  as  if  the  very 
soul  was  asserting  immortality  before  shaking  off  its  mortal  fetters. 

The  records  of  the  past  year  show  a  steadily  increasing  amount  of 
industrial  occupation  on  the  part  of  the  inmates.  On  the  male  side 
the  new  wright’s  shop  has  been  constantly  employed,  and  has  been 
the  means  of  adding  many  simple  articles  of  furniture  and  ornament 
to  the  wards  of  the  Institution,  such  as  basin  stands,  picture  frames, 
a  table,  stools,  &c.,  besides  some  articles  displaying  a  higher  amount 
of  artistic  skill,  such  as  ornamented  mahogany  tea  caddies,  work 
boxes,  and  spectacle  cases.  As  the  supply  of  the  latter  class  of 
articles  rather  exceeded  the  demand,  they  have  been  collected,  and 
exposed  for  sale  to  the  public,  the  proceeds  being  devoted  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  various  amusements.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  is  calculated  to  have  a  very  beneficial  effect,  as  it  affords  to  the 
patients  an  aim  or  object  to  which  their  exertions  may  be  directed, 
and  consequently  offers  them  a  greater  inducement  to  continue  steadily 
employed.  The  number  of  patients  who  have  thus  been  engaged  is 
six,  a  comparatively  large  number  when  it  is  recollected  that  they 
have  to  be  intrusted  with  sharp-edged  tools,  which  at  any  time  might 
become  dangerous  weapons  of  offence.  The  selection  of  persons  for 
this  form  of  employment  has  consequently  to  be  made  with  the 
greatest  care. 

The  tailors’  and  shoemakers’  shops  also  exert  a  beneficial  influence 
in  this  respect,  but  here  it  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  the  exact  amount  of 
work  done  by  the  patients,  as  it  necessarily  appears  as  part  of  the 
work  performed  by  those  under  whose  care  they  are  placed. 

The  usual  garden  work  in  the  surrounding  grounds  affords  active 
employment  for  from  25  to  30  patients,  and  in  order  to  render  this 
branch  of  industry  more  effective  as  a  remedial  measure,  the  plan  has 
been  latterly  adopted  of  taking  different  patients  on  alternate  days, 
thus  materially  increasing  the  number  so  occupied. 

On  the  female  side,  the  laundry  continues  to  be  a  great  field  for 
activity,  from  15  to  20  patients  being  there  daily  and  constantly 
engaged.  In  addition,  4  females  are  employed  as  weavers ;  3  as 
winders;  12  in  dressmaking  ;  and  27  in  the  various  forms  of  knit¬ 
ting,  sewing  fancy  work,  &c. 

When  it  is  stated  that  all  the  clothes  of  the  parish  females,  as  well 
as  the  drawers  and  flannel  jackets  of  the  pauper  males,  are  made  up, 
all  the  stockings  used  by  the  females  knitted,  and  all  the  necessary 
repairs  in  the  flannel  clothing,  stockings,  &c.,  executed  by  the  female 
patients,  we  have  ample  evidence  afforded  that  the  female  department 
preserves  its  character  for  industry,  and  are  prepared  for  the  fact,  as 
shewn  in  the  6th  Report  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  that  in  this 
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respect  it  will  bear  comparison  with  any  similar  Institution  in  Scot¬ 
land. 

That  the  industry  has  been  progressive,  will  be  best  shown  by  a 
glance  at  the  following  statistics  afforded  by  the  male  and  female 
weaving  shops  during  the  last  three  years,  as  we  have  the  evidence 
presented  us  in  the  undeniable  form  of  yards  of  cloth  manufactured  by 
the  patients  alone : —

Next  to  active  employment,  recreation  and  amusement  form  the 
most  beneficial  agents  in  the  treatment  of  the  chronically  insane.  In 
reality  they  are  agreeable  forms  of  occupation,  and  they  serve  to 
stimulate  and  engage  the  attention  of  many  patients  who  otherwise 
would  run  the  risk  of  renouncing  what  faculities  they  possess,  and 
thus  passing  into  a  state  of  fatuity. 

Such  remedial  measures  evidently  must  comprise  a  great  variety 
of  forms. 

They  have  consisted,  as  formerly,  of  grand  balls,  given  on  festive 
occasions,  in  which  from  70  to  149  patients  have  joined,  and  of  lectures 
on  matters  of  general  interest,  such  as  “  The  Scotch  Covenanters,” 
or  u  The  Ballads  of  Scotland,”  or  the  subject  may  be  of  a  more 
scientific  character,  as  was  instanced  in  a  lecture  “  On  the  history  and 
nature  of  Comets.”  It  may  at  first  appear  that  such  lectures  would 
be  two  exclusive  for  the  audience,  yet  on  the  occasion  last  referred  to, 
their  attention  was  sustained  for  fully  an  hour  and  a  half,  a  circum¬ 
stance,  however,  in  a  great  measure,  due  to  the  ability  with  which 
the  lecturer  handled  his  subject. 

Weekly  readings,  occasional  tea  and  music  parties,  formed  other 
and  varied  means  of  recreation. 

At  the  beginning  of  winter  the  day  school  was  re-opened,  and 
about  15  male  patients  exercised  in  reading  and  writing.  A  weekly 
practising  of  those  patients  who  could  play  on  the  violin  and  violin- 
cello  was  also  instituted,  and  continued  during  the  winter ;  but  not 
content  with  mere  playing,  two  of  the  patients  took  to  constructing 
their  own  instruments,  and  turned  out  several  fiddles  of  no  mean  power 
and  tone. 

So  great  an  improvement  has  indeed  taken  place  in  the  musical 
tastes  of  our  community,  that  this  year  the  music  for  the  balls,  danc¬ 
ing  parties,  &c.,  has  been  supplied  entirely  by  the  Asylum  Band,  which, 
with  one  exception,  is  composed  entirely  of  patients. 

A  ventriloquial  performance  by  Mr  M‘Millan,  and  a  visit  from 
Mons.  Brice  the  celebrated  French  giant  (who  kindly  walked  through 
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the  whole  establishment,  and  thus  gave  everybody  an  opportunity  of 
seeing  him),  added  variety  to  these  entertainments. 

Advantage  was  also  taken  of  two  important  ceremonies,  which 
occurred  in  our  neighbourhood,  namely,  the  laying  of  the  foundation 
stone  of  the  Morgan  Hospital,  and  the  opening  of  the  Baxter  Park. 
By  the  erection  of  platforms  comfortably  carpeted  and  seated,  the 
former  ceremony  was  witnessed  by  50,  the  latter  by  130  of  our 
patients.  It  need  scarcely  be  added  that  the  minor  forms  of  recreation, 
billiards,  bagatelle,  bowls,  draughts,  &c.,  have  been  in  daily  request. 

As  many  as  130  patients  are  now  in  the  habit,  under  supervision, 
of  taking  short  excursions  into  the  country,  and  much  benefit  has 
resulted  from  allowing  several  of  them  to  visit  their  friends,  and  spend 
with  them  a  portion  of  the  day. 

As  sources  of  amusement  may  be  also  mentioned  the  subscription  to 
the  Dundee  Public  Library,  the  Asylum  Library,  and  the  periodicals 
received  at  the  Institution.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Asylum 
Library  is  now  447,  and  recently  £6  have  been  voted  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  to  increase  this  number.  The  periodicals  re¬ 
ceived  are  the  4  Times,’  4  Scotsman,’  4  Dundee  Advertiser,’  and 
4  Courier  &  Argus,’  daily  ;  4  Once  a  Week,’  4  Punch,’  4  Cassels’  Paper,’ 

4  Chambers’  Journal,’ and  4  The  Illustrated  London  News,’  weekly; 
and  4  The  Cornhill  Magazine,’  and  4  Good  Words,’  monthly. 

About  120  patients  regularly  attended  divine  service  every  Sunday 
in  the  Chapel,  and  the  weekly  visits  of  our  Chaplain  continue  to  afford 
pleasure  and  comfort  to  the  patients. 

Among  the  changes  which  have  been  effected  in  the  internal  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Institution,  may  be  noticed  the  relaying  of  the  water 
pipes,  and  the  painting  and  papering  of  the  rooms  inhabited  by  the 
parish  patients.  Several  of  the  rooms  are  finished,  and  the  others  are 
in  the  hands  of  the  painters.  This  step  will  greatly  increase  the  com¬ 
forts  of  the  patients,  and  will  render  the  wards  doubly  cheerful. 

In  conclusion,  one  moral  element,  second  to  none  in  the  treatment 
of  the  insane,  remains  to  be  noticed,  namely,  the  servants  of  the 
Asylum.  To  two  of  these,  this  year,  have  been  granted  the  £5 
usually  bestowed  by  the  Directors  on  the  completion  of  their  20th 
year  of  service,  not  as  a  reward,  but  merely  as  an  acknowledgment  of 
their  long  and  faithful  exertions.  They  make  the  fifth  and  sixth 
servants  who  have  obtained  this  gratuity  within  the  last  five  years, 
and  well  do  they  merit  it. 

In  no  walk  of  life  is  a  true  Christian  spirit  of  forbearance  more 
called  for  than  in  the  position  of  an  attendant  in  an  Asylum.  Ex¬ 
posed  to  constant  taunts,  to  irritation,  and  even  to  personal  abuse, 
they  must  never  retaliate.  On  them,  in  a  great  measure,  depends 
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the  successful  treatment  of  the  patients.  While  preserving  strict  dis¬ 
cipline  and  checking  every  wayward  act,  it  is  also  their  duty  to 
encourage  the  timid,  cheer  the  sorrowful,  and  forgive  all  petulance. 
The  manner  in  which  the  servants  of  this  Asylum  during  the  past 
year  have  discharged  their  trying  duties,  shows  that  they  have  con¬ 
tinually  borne  this  in  mind,  and  that  they  have  been  actuated  in  the 
treatment  of  their  unfortunate  clwge  by  a  higher  motive  than  that  of 
mere  pecuniary  remuneration.

The  following  is  the  present  rate  of  Board — subject,  however,  to  such  alterations  as 
the  Directors  shall  judge  proper,  and  which  must  necessarily  vary  according  to  the 
state  of  the  funds  and  the  expense  of  the  establishment.  The  Board  in  all  cases  must 
be  paid  quarterly,  and  in  advance.  Before  the  entry  of  a  patient,  the  Board  is  to  be 
paid  up  for  one  quarter.

The  First  Class — paupers  belonging  to  the  parishes  that  have  contributed  to  the 
erection  of  the  Asylum.  The  Second  Class — all  other  paupers.  Every  patient  who  is 
certified  by  four  respectable  householders  to  be  unable  to  pay  10s.  6d.  of  Board  per 
week,  or  whatever  rate  of  board  may  be  fixed  by  the  Directors  to  be  paid  by  Class 
Third,  and  to  have  no  relation  to  be  able  to  pay  this  rate  of  Board,  shall  be  considered 
a  pauper,  and  admitted  in  Class  Second ;  but  if  the  patient  shall  belong  to  any  of  the 
twenty-five  parishes*  that  have  contributed  £20  and  upwards  to  the  erection  of  the 
Asylum,  such  patient  shall  be  admitted  into  Class  First. 


A  Fee,  on  admission,  is  paid  to  the  Physician  by  the  several  classes  of  patients,  as

On  the  dismissal  or  death  of  a  patient,  after  six  and  within  twelve  months,  the  Fee 
is  repeated;  but  if  any  patient  shall  remain  longer  than  one  year,  the  Fee  is  to  be  re¬ 
peated  only  at  the  end  of  every  successive  }rear  of  his  residence  in  the  Asylum. 


No  Fees  are  paid  for  Paupers. 

The  patient  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done  in  the  House. 
One  Shilling  per  quarter  is  charged  for  mending  Clothes
